countrios: and therafore, as Geaersl L Mar-
mora, perbaps with the very pardonable view of
retuining his own personal prestige, diminisned
gince the campnign of 1866, bas telt himsell at
liberty to cowmunieate to the Italian Parliament
a document which, being one atlecting the reln-
tions between two governments, he now possess.
ing simply a private capacity had no right to

publish, and which would lead all Europe to
suppose that the course of aflwirs at the outbreak
ol the cumpalgn of 1800 waa very different from
what it really was, 1L s desirable to exhibit the
facts of the cmse ln tbelr real character, order,
and proportions,

Three weeks before the breaking out of the
war tor the hiberation of Veuree, Count D'Use.
dom, the Prussiun Minister at the Coart ol
Florence, had repented conversations with Gene-
il La Marmora, The Prussian Minister sought
to impress on the peneral how desirable it was
that the [alinus should not throw themselves
inconsiderately upon the Quuadraliteral,
should met in perfect agreement with their
Prussinn allies, in order to secure the great aim
of their league, tne breanking up of the Ausirian
mouvarchy., Count d'Usedom was not alone in
thos¢ conversations with General Lin Macmors;
his views were repented and enforced by na
elderly officer, General Bernhanrd, the militury
representutive atticbed to the Prussian em-
bassy at Florepce.

Tt wns
otherwiee fo Jtnly, where nssurauces were ob-
tained thnt the wir shouid be reduced as mucl
as possinle o the proportious of ageries ol mere
skirmishes, nnd where o pledge wis given by
Austrin thut 1 the event of her beng victo-
rious ghe would not pass the Mincio. The ellorts
of France were scconded by England, our
diplomatists having received instructions to Jo
ul{m therr power after the war appeared ineyvls
table to localize 1t as much as possible,. Now it
is evident that such plan was wholly at varianca
with the plans and terests of Pruossin, which
had in view, not the secoring ol this or thnt piece
of territury, but the breaking up ot the Anstrian
